This measure has been ndopted with o strate-
gioal view, in consequence of the concession
of & railway line from that town to Posen.
The line will be of great commercial fmpor-
tanoe.

Reorurtise 18 BExonasp.—Offioial statistios
publiched by the British War Office ghow a
considerable increage in  the proportion of
English and decrease in that of Seotch and
Irish réoruits, but particularly of the latier,
Of every 1000 recruits, 218 were unable to
reud or write, 106 were able to read only, and
(76 were able to read and write. Among
24,000 reoruits ingpected, 2540 were persons of

profeasionnl ocenpations and students, of
whom 105 were rejected for physical dis-
ability.

Drogvnian  Corxoipexors,—Some  ingenious

student of fignres in this country discoyverad,
gome months since, that every ten vears there
was & recurrévos of & financial panio, as, for
instanoe, in 1837, 1847, and 1857. As 1887
draws to & close and trade is fearfully dull,
though there are no signs of a panio, the Eng-
lish papers note, as a remarkable fact, that an
auntnmnal session of Parliament, which ia
gometimnes 4 onlamity, osenrs every ten vears.

Russian Diavecrs.—A curions book has just
appeared at Moscow, It is the Lord's Frayer
reproduced in all the Sclave idioms, but with
the Ruossian charaoters and spelling. The ver-
sions are thirteen in number, and are arrangad
in the following order:—Sc¢lavonie Russian
idiom of Little Russia, idioms Bulgarian, Ser-
vian, Khorvato-Dalmatian, Slavonic, Toheque,
8lovak, Polish, Kassoubian, and the idioms of
Upper and Lower Lusatin. The author is Me,
Jezber, Professor of the Solavonio Languages,
and formerly editor of the Slovenine.

Dearn 1 Daxmsn Covrr Cmenms.—The
Countess Danner, morganatic wife of the late
King of Denmark, has just died. Bhe was
born in 1814, and was at first a teacher in
Norway, and afterwards an actress in DParis.
It was at a later period, in Copenhagan, in a
magasin des modes, that Frederic, at that time
Crown Prince, saw Ler for the first time. On
his acocession to the throme, in 15848, he con-
ferred on her the title of baroness, afterwards
created her Countess Danwer, and married her
publicly in the church of Fredericksburg on
April 17, 1850,

ExtiontesMesT Iy NBw Zratasno.—New Zea-
land has resolved to found a university.
Meetings have been held in Dunedin, the
capital, and the legislature has been peti-
Uoned on the subject, lo the meantime, as a
temporary expedient, scholarships are to be
founded, which will be open to all young men
resident within the oolony, and obtained by
public competition, to enable the sunceessfal
candidates to complete their education al one
of the universitiea of the United Kingdom, or
at any university of established reputation,
the eelection to be mande by the parents ox
guardians of the scholars.

Bovcarion 18 Excrasn.—A prominent Eng-
lish politician, in & recent speach at Bolton,
aggerted “‘that from twenty-geven to thirty-
four per cent. of thoge marriad in the parishes
around London are upable to write their
names, and that there are forty thonsand chil-
dren in the city of Manchester attending no
sohool." The passuge of the Reforr bill has
bad itg natural effect in stimulating the canse
of education. Those who have just peqnired
the right of suffrage are more ready to be

-taught, and the more intelligent classes see
the mnecessity of teaching those who are to
help rule the conntry.

SrarvaTioN ¥ Imisn PRISONS.—A correspon-
dent writes to the Pall Mall Gazette:—"'1 havas
frequently been on duty in the connty jail at
Cork, and have been struck with the singn-
larly wan and emaciated appearance of the

risoners. Omge happening to detect a pecu-

cleaning ths guard-room, in the act of swiftly
conmlfug & piece of meat from the piled-up
heap about to be cooked for the men’s dinner
(a theft, by-the-by, I did not think of report-
ing), 1 inquired of the gatekesper, ‘How often
do the prisoners huve meat issned to them /'
‘Onst a year, every Christmas day |" was the
responie.

Osxe or Biswmark's Divvieorties.—A Berlin
letter-writer says:—*“The Prussianm House of
Lords consistsa of hereditary mewmbers, life
wembers appointed by the King, repregenta-
tives of the towns and universitiss, and finally
of representatives of the counties and old
landed egtates. The members of the two
latter olasges in the anuexed Btates mre, for
the most part, fanatical adherents of the old
stalg of things, If the Upper House is in-
créased in the same proportion a3 the Lower,
gaveral of the bitterest enemies of the Prussian
Governmeént would be admitted to the legisla-
ture; sud it was only by the tact of Connt Biz-
mark that the Upper House was prevailed
upon not to insist on their admission last
session, At this session some of these danger-
ous persons will probably make thelr way fn."”
